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REGULATIONS FOR WOMEN STUDENTS 
1969-1970 


HONOR CODE 


“It shall be the responsibility of every student at the University of North Carolina 
to obey the Honor Code, prohibiting lying, cheating, or stealing, when these actions 
involve academic processes or University, student, or academic personnel acting in an 
official capacity and to report any such cases of which he has knowledge.’ 


CAMPUS CODE 


“And it shall be the further responsibility of every student to abide by the Campus 
Code, namely to conduct oneself so as not to impair significantly the welfare or the 
educational opportunities of others in the University Community.”’ 


A student has 24 hours to turn herself in for a violation of any rule. 


University Approved Residences for Women Students 

Each undergraduate unmarried woman student is required to occupy University 
approved residence halls or sorority houses unless excepted by one of the following 
provisions: 


A. 


A woman student may live with her parents in a bona fide home in Chapel 
Hill Township. 


B. A woman student who is 21 years of age or who is a senior by academic 
standards (a student who has passed at least 90 semester hours) may reside in 
off-campus housing in the Chapel Hill area. Any senior woman who is under 
21 years of age must receive parental permission to reside in off-campus 
housing and must file card with the Dean of Women. 

CG. In exceptional cases where individual consideration is necessary, a student 
may request from the Dean of Women’s Office a commuter’s permission 
renewable each semester. 

D. Any change of address must be filed with the Office of the Dean of Women. 

Hours 

A. Opening and closing hours 


i Residence Halls and sorority houses will not open before 5:00 a.m. A 
woman leaving the residence between 5:00 a.m. and 7:00 a.m. must be 
sure that the door is re-locked. Men will be allowed in social rooms in 
these residences after 8:00 a.m. 

2. Freshmen: Any student who has not completed one academic year, 
excluding summer session, at a college or university. Those students 
who have spent one year at a nursing schoo! of a university or college 
setting shall have upper-classman privileges.

Juniors and seniors (a student who has passed at least 60 
semester hours) with parental permission and women over 
21 years of age. 

Eligible women may not currently be under official disci- 
plinary penalty (official reprimand or probation) and must 
be in good academic standing (2.0 or above for the preced- 
ing semester). 

In order to be eligible, an application to participate in self- 
limiting hours must be completed and filed in the residence 
hall. 

Eligible women must be oriented to the self-limiting hours 
policy if they wish to participate in the program.

A security guard will be present to admit eligible women 
after residence hall closing hours. 

Eligible women must sign out in their residence halls if they 
expect to return after the regular closing hours, unless par- 
ents have indicated otherwise on the self-limiting hours per- 
mission form. The sign-out card will include calendar date, 
time of departure, destination if desired”, and if possible 
the number of the telephone where the student may be 
reached for emergency purposes. (If an eligible woman 
wishes to leave the residence hall after closing hours, she 


may do so by signing out and with the security guard.) 


“(Destination optional unless you plan to be out of the 
vicinity more than 24 hours, in which case you must give 


destination and expected return, in order to prevent daily 
long distance calls.) 


Upon return to the residence hall the student must show 
her student identification card and sign in in accordance 
with her parental permission form. 

Women who sign in must sign in by 6:00 p.m. 

If a woman becomes ineligible, it is her responsibility to 
notify the Residence Administration that she is no longer 
eligible. 

Any woman who involves an ineligible UNC student in the 
use of her self-limiting hours privilege will lose that privilege. 
In order to have a guest, a student hostess must stay in the 
residence. 
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Late Permissions 

1. Special late permission may be granted only for unusual circumstances. 
It must be requested through the Dean of Women’s Office at least 24 
hours in advance. _ 

2. Freshmen may have 3 sign-out late permissions (extending no later than 
Residence closing hours) to be used at their own discretion during the 
first semester’.

When a student realizes that she will be late for any reason, she must tele- 
phone a member of the Residence Administration (in the residence hall: the 
housemother, the graduate counselors, the president, and the vice-president; 
in the sorority: the housemother, the president, and the house manager.) 
When a student returns to Chapel Hill during the hours when the residence is 
closed, she must return immediately to the residence. 

When a student returns to her residence after closing hours, the following 

procedure must be followed: 

ai She may be admitted only by the member of the Residence Administra- 
tion, by one of the two hold-over House Council members in the resi- 
dence hall, or by one of the two members elected for this purpose in 
the sorority. 

2. She must sign immediately a permanent House Offense card, indicating 
the number of minutes late, and if desired, the reason for lateness. (This 
card will also include other House Offenses.) 

Any fraction of a minute shall be counted as a minute. 

Late minutes are begun the first day of Orientation each semester. 


IV. Overnight and Weekend Absences

Parental Permission Form 

The Parental Permission Form, signed by the student’s parents and the stu- 

dent, must have been received by the Residence Housemother before any 

permission be granted. 

1. This permission is kept on file in the student’s residence. When moving 
to another residence, each student is responsible for taking her per- 
mission with her. 

2: If returning from a trip necessitates arrival at the University after clos- 
ing hours, the student without self-limiting hours must obtain per- 
mission from a member of the Residence Administration prior to 
leaving the university. 

Signing In and Out 

1. Each woman student must sign out on her permanent sign out card and 
personally file the card before leaving the residence to spend the night 
or weekend away for any occasion, including vacations, trips home, or 
to the Infirmary. 

he First semester freshmen must have their cards counter-signed by a mem- 
ber of the Residence Administration. If no member of the Residence 
Administration can be contacted, the Dean of Women’s Office may be 
called in the event of an emergency. 


If circumstances which prevent the student’s personally signing out to 
the Infirmary should arise, a call to a member of the Residence Admin- 
istration must be made by the student or an Infirmary official before 
closing hours. 

If there is a change in stated destination, a girl must notify (by tele- 
phone) the Residence Administration of this change. 

After any overnight absence from the campus a student must return to 
her residence by residence closing hours on the day she returns. 

Upon returning to Chapel Hill to spend the night, an undergraduate 
woman who is in training off campus must come by her residence and 
sign the appropriate book stating where she can be reached and how 
long she plans to stay in Chapel Hill. If she is planning to stay out of 
her residence, she must obtain appropriate permission. 

A woman student must sign out only in terms prescribed by her Pa- 
rental Permission Form. 


V. Visiting In Residence Halls, Fraternities, and Sororities 

Women are not permitted to enter men’s residence halls or fraternities until 
the Visiting Agreements issued by the MRC and IFC are approved by the 
Dean of Women at the beginning of each academic year. 

The specific hours for visiting in men’s residence halls will be stated in the 
Visiting Agreement. . 
It is a Panhellenic rule that freshmen students who plan to participate in 
sorority rush may not enter a sorority house one full year prior to rush unless 
special permission is granted.

Vl. Residence Hall Regulations 
Quiet Hours

Sunday through Thursday: 7:30 p.m. to 10:00 a.m. 

Friday and Saturday: 11:00 p.m. to 10:00 a.m. 

In order to provide an atmosphere which is conducive to study and rest, 
quiet hours will be strictly enforced in women’s residences. It is the 
responsibility of each girl to afford respect for the other girls during 
these hours. 

Quiet hours during examinations are continuous. 


House Government 


le House and hall meetings are held when the Residence Administration 
deems them necessary. 

2, Attendance from the designated hour until adjournment will be com- 
pulsory at the discretion of the House President. Excused absence may 
be granted by the House President. 

Guests 

1. A guest should be registered by 8:00 p.m. on the date of her arrival and 


a guest fee (the amount of which is left up to the discretion of the 
Residence Administration in each residence) paid per night. A guest 
must be registered by closing hours. 


2. All guests are expected to abide by residence regulations. Each student 
hostess is responsible for giving her guest a ‘‘Guest Rules Sheet.”’ If a 
guest should break any rule, her student hostess will be held responsi- 
ble. - 

3 Guests may spend the night in a residence on Friday and Saturday 
nights and only then when there is a vacant bed. Reasonable exceptions 
may be made by the Residence Administration. 

4. In order to have a guest, a student hostess must stay in the residence 
that night. 

Specific house regulations are left to the discretion of the Residence Admin- 

istration and the Residence Executive Board, working in conjunction with 

regulations of the Executive Council of the Association of Women Students.

An automatic campus given by the Vice-president or the House Manager will 
begin one week from the date of the violation or as otherwise designated. 
House Councils may give campuses at their own discretion. 
If a student wishes to change the date of campus, she may: 


A. Request through her Vice-president or House Manager that her campus 
be postponed one week, but she must serve a double penalty; or 
2 Petition the House Council to have the campus changed without incur- 


ring any additional night’s campus. 

Procedure for House Council Campus 

iv During the time of the campus, the student must sign the Vice-presi- 
dent’s or House Manager’s campus sheet, stating that she has observed 
the campus. 

2: The student must remain in the residence section of the residence hall 
or sorority between the hours of 8 p.m. and 5 a.m. the following 
morning.

Cases handled by the Vice-president concerning automatic penalties 

iF Lateness under 30 minutes. 

Ax Failure to take telephone duty. 

a Failure to comply with regulations concerning overnight guests in the 
residence hall. 


4. Failure to observe an automatic or House Council campus. 
5. Violation of quiet hours. 
6. Failure to attend required hall or house meetings. 
if Failure to follow correct signout procedures. 
(i.e., failing to sign out for complete duration of absence.) 
8. Failure to sign out or to sign in for freshman late permissions. 


NOTE: ALL AUTOMATIC PENALTIES MAY BE APPEALED TO HOUSE 
COUNCIL WITHIN 48-72 HOURS AFTER NOTIFICATION OF PENALTY.

Examples of Women’s Council Cases 

A Entering men’s residence halls or fraternities before MRC and IFC Visit- 
ing Agreements have been approved. 

24 Failure to abide by the MRC and IFC Visiting Agreements. 

Se Lateness of over one hour. The Vice-president or House Manager will 
confer with the Assistant Attorney General for Women and the 
Women’s Coordinator to determine if the case will be tried in House: 
Council or in Women’s Council. 

4. Opening a locked door after residence closing hours. 


Fi Leaving town for an overnight before submitting a parental permission 
form signed by the student's parents. 

6. Intentional failure to sign out for an overnight, if required to do so. 

1B Being admitted to the residence after closing hours by a person unau- 
thorized to open the door. 

8. Failure to observe a Women’s Council campus. 


NOTE: ALL WOMEN’S COUNCIL DECISIONS MAY BE APPEALED TO 
THE FACULTY COMMITTEE ON STUDENT DISCIPLINE WITHIN 48-72 
HOURS.

3. Intentional failure to sign the House Offense card.
